are not liable to pay an assessment,

liable to pay an assessment. 


(3) Where this Regulation requires the Board to apportion an 
amount among the classes of persons who are liable to pay an assess- 
ment, the Board shall consider the following factors for each class:

1. (1) Subsection 5 (1) of Ontario Regulation 488/97 is revoked 
and the following substituted: 


(1) Provincial social housing costs incurred or to be incurred with 
respect to housing located within the area of jurisdiction of the Mooso- 
nee Development Area Board are prescribed as provincial social hous- 
ing costs that are not to be recovered for the purposes of clause 4 (1) (b) 
of the Act. 


(2) Section 5 of the Regulation is amended by adding the follow- 
ing subsections: 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (4), 


“budget” means the annual budget for a local housing authority as first 
approved for a calendar year by the board of directors of the Ontario 
Housing Corporation; (“budget”) 


“net operating budget” means the amount set out in the budget as the 
total estimated expenditures of a local housing authority less its total 
estimated revenues for a calendar year; (“budget de fonctionnement 
net’’) 


“net operating budget deficit” means the amount, if any, by which the 
total expenditures of a local housing authority less its revenues 
exceed its net operating budget; (“déficit du budget de fonc- 
tionnement net’’) 


“property damage” means direct damage to or loss of physical property 
administered by a local housing authority that arises from accidental 
causes, excluding damage or loss due to ordinary wear and tear, 
where the repair of such damage or the replacement of the property 
is not intended to be paid for as a capital replacement cost under the 
budget. (“dommages matériels ”’) 


(4) Ifa part of the provincial social housing costs that form part of 
the cost of funding and administering the Ontario Housing Corporation 
is incurred by a local housing authority in respect of property damage 
and if, after all other expenses of the authority are paid, the cost of the 
repair of the damage or the replacement of the property incurred in the 
calendar year results in a net operating budget deficit in that year, the 
amount by which the property damage costs incurred result in a net 
operating budget deficit for the authority will not be recovered for the 
purposes of clause 4 (1) (b) of the Act.

SUSPECT APPREHENSION PURSUITS 


1. For the purposes of this Regulation, a suspect apprehension 
pursuit occurs, 


when a police officer attempts to direct the driver of a motor 
vehicle to stop; 


(a) 


the driver refuses to obey the police officer; and 


(b) 


the police officer pursues in a motor vehicle for the purpose of 
stopping the fleeing motor vehicle or identifying the fleeing 
motor vehicle or an individual in the fleeing motor vehicle. 


(c) 


2. A suspect apprehension pursuit is discontinued when police 
officers are no longer pursuing a fleeing motor vehicle for the purpose 
of stopping the fleeing motor vehicle or identifying the fleeing motor 
vehicle or an individual in the fleeing motor vehicle. 


3. (1) A police officer may pursue, or continue to pursue, a fleeing 
motor vehicle that fails to stop, 


(a) if the police officer has reason to believe that a criminal offence 
has been committed or is about to be committed; or 


(b) forthe purposes of motor vehicle identification or the identifica- 
tion of an individual in the vehicle. 


(2) A police officer shall, before initiating a suspect apprehension 
pursuit, determine that there are no alternatives available as set out in 
the written procedures of the police force established under subsection 
ale 


(3) A police officer shall, before initiating a suspect apprehension 
pursuit, determine whether in order to protect public safety the immedi- 
ate need to apprehend an individual in the fleeing motor vehicle or the 
need to identify the fleeing motor vehicle or an individual in the fleeing 
motor vehicle outweighs the risk to public safety that may result from 
the pursuit. 


(4) During a suspect apprehension pursuit, a police officer shall 
continually reassess the determination made under subsection (3) and 
shall discontinue the pursuit when the risk to public safety that may 
result from the pursuit outweighs the risk to public safety that may 
result if an individual in the fleeing motor vehicle is not immediately 
apprehended or if the fleeing motor vehicle or an individual in the 
fleeing motor vehicle is not identified. 


(5) No suspect apprehension pursuit shall be initiated for a non- 
criminal offence if the identity of an individual in the fleeing motor 
vehicle is known. 


(6) All suspect apprehension pursuits for a non-criminal offence 
shall be discontinued once the fleeing motor vehicle or an individual in 
the fleeing motor vehicle is identified.

5. A communications or road supervisor shall order police officers 
to discontinue a suspect apprehension pursuit if, in his or her opinion, 
the risk to public safety that may result from the pursuit outweighs the 
risk to public safety that may result if an individual in the fleeing motor 
vehicle is not immediately apprehended or if the fleeing motor vehicle 
or an individual in the fleeing motor vehicle is not identified. 


6. Every police services board shall establish policies that are 
consistent with this Regulation about suspect apprehension pursuits. 


7. (1) Every police force shall establish written procedures that set 
out the tactics that may be used in its jurisdiction, 


(a) as an alternative to suspect apprehension pursuit; and 
(b) for following or stopping a fleeing motor vehicle. 


(2) Every police force shall establish written procedures that are 
consistent with this Regulation about suspect apprehension pursuits in 
its jurisdiction. 


8. A police officer shall not discharge his or her firearm for the sole 
purpose of attempting to stop a fleeing motor vehicle. 


9. A police officer in an unmarked police vehicle shall not engage 
in a suspect apprehension pursuit unless a marked police vehicle is not 
readily available and the police officer believes that it is necessary to 
immediately apprehend an individual in the fleeing motor vehicle or to 
identify the fleeing motor vehicle or an individual in the fleeing motor 
vehicle. 


10. (1) During a suspect apprehension pursuit, a police officer shall 
consider the tactics for stopping a vehicle as set out in the written 
procedures referred to in subsection 7 (1). 


(2) A police officer may only intentionally cause a police motor 
vehicle to come into physical contact with a fleeing motor vehicle for 
the purposes of stopping it where the officer believes on reasonable 
grounds that to do so is necessary to immediately protect against loss 
of life or serious bodily harm. 


(3) In considering the action referred to in subsection (2), a police 
officer shall assess the impact of the action on the safety of other 
members of the public and police officers. 


(4) Despite subsection (2), a police officer may cause a police motor 
vehicle to come into physical contact with a fleeing motor vehicle for 
the purposes of pinning it if the fleeing motor vehicle has lost control 
or collided with an object and come to a stop and the driver of the motor 
vehicle continues to try to use it to flee. 


(S) Nothing in subsection (2) precludes police officers involved in 
a pursuit, with assistance from other police officers in motor vehicles, 
from attempting to safely position the police vehicles in such a manner 
as to prevent the movement either forward, backward or sideways of a 
fleeing motor vehicle. 


(6) Every police force shall ensure that its police officers receive 
training about the intentional contact between vehicles that is described 
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in subsection (2). The training must address the matters described in 
subsections (2) and (3). 


11. (1) Every police force shall establish written procedures on the 
management and control of suspect apprehension pursuits. 


(2) The procedures must describe the responsibilities of police 
officers, dispatchers, communications supervisors and road supervi- 
sors. 


(3) The procedures must describe the equipment that is available for 
implementing alternative tactics. 


12. (1) If more than one jurisdiction is involved in a suspect appre- 
hension pursuit, the supervisor in the jurisdiction in which the pursuit 
begins has decision-making responsibility for the pursuit. 


(2) The supervisor may hand over decision-making responsibility to 
a supervisor in another jurisdiction involved in the pursuit. 


13. A police officer does not breach the code of conduct when he or 
she decides not to initiate or chooses to discontinue a suspect apprehen- 
sion pursuit because he or she has reason to believe that the risk to 
public safety that may result from the pursuit outweighs the risk to 
public safety that may result ifan individual in the fleeing motor vehicle 
is not immediately apprehended or if the fleeing motor vehicle or an 
individual in the fleeing motor vehicle is not identified. 


14. Every police force shall ensure that its police officers, dis- 
patchers, communications supervisors and road supervisors receive 
training accredited by the Solicitor General about suspect apprehension 
pursuits. 


15. A police force shall ensure that the particulars of each suspect 
apprehension pursuit are recorded on a form and in a manner approved 
by the Solicitor General. 


16. This Regulation comes into force on January 1, 2000.

170. (1) Despite paragraph 2 of subsection 23 (4) of the Order, one 
seasonal dwelling together with accessory buildings and structures may 
be erected, located and used on the lands described in subsection (3) if 
the minimum lot frontage is 23 metres. 


(2) Despite clause 17 (b) of the Order, no person shall erect any 
habitable building or structure on the lands described in subsection (3) 
within 21 metres of the high water-mark of any lake or river. 


(3) Subsection (1) and (2) apply to those lands in the geographic 
Township of Curtin in the Territorial District of Sudbury known as part 
of Parcel 8574 Sudbury West Section, Location T. P. 3832, designated 
as Part 1 on Plan 53R-8680 deposited in the Land Registry Office for the 
Land Titles Division of Sudbury (No. 53).

BENEFIT FOR LOSS OF RETIREMENT INCOME 
DEFINITION 
1. In this Regulation, 


“worker account balance” means the sum of, 


(a) the amounts set aside by the Board under subsection 45 (2) of the 
Act on behalf of the worker, 


(b) the amounts contributed by the worker under subsection 45 (3) 
of the Act, if any, and 
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(c) the accumulated investment income on the amounts referred to 
in clauses (a) and (b). 


PAYMENT SCHEMES 


2. The following are the payment schemes for the purposes of sub- 
section 45 (6) of the Act: 


1. A joint and survivor annuity, which provides regular income 
payments to the worker from age 65 and throughout his or her 
lifetime and to the worker’s surviving spouse, if any, after the 
death of the worker and throughout the spouse’s lifetime. 


. A life annuity with return of worker account balance, which 
provides regular income payments to the worker from age 65 and 
throughout his or her lifetime and from which, if the worker dies 
before receiving annuity payments totalling the worker account 
balance, a lump sum equal to the difference between the total 
amount paid to the worker and the worker account balance shall 
be paid to the worker’s estate. 


. Alife annuity with guarantee to age 70, which provides regular 
income payments to the worker from age 65 and throughout his 
or her lifetime and from which, if the worker dies before reach- 
ing age 70, a lump sum equal to the commuted value of the 
payments due for the remainder of the guarantee period shall be 
paid to the worker’s estate. 


JOINT AND SURVIVOR ANNUITY PAYMENT SCHEME 


3. (1) Every retirement benefit payable under the Act to a worker 
who has a spouse with whom the worker was cohabiting on the worker’s 
65th birthday shall be paid as a joint and survivor annuity under para- 
graph 1 of section 2 unless the worker and that spouse previously made 
a joint election under subsection (2) and the election was not revoked 
by them under subsection (4). 


(2) The worker and the worker’s spouse may jointly elect not to have 
the retirement benefit paid as a joint and survivor annuity. 


(3) To be effective, a joint election under subsection (2) must be in 
writing, must be signed by the worker and the spouse and must be 
received by the Board on or before the worker’s 6Sth birthday. 


(4) An election under subsection (2) may be revoked by written 
notice signed by the worker and the spouse and received by the Board 
on or before the worker’s 6Sth birthday.

(2) A worker may elect to have a retirement benefit paid as a life 
annuity with return of worker account balance or a life annuity with 
guarantee to age 70. 


(3) To be effective, an election under subsection (2) must be in 
writing, must be signed by the worker and must be received by the 
Board on or before the worker’s 65th birthday. 
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(4) A retirement benefit that is to be paid as a life annuity shall be 
paid, 


(a) according to the payment scheme elected by the worker under

PRE-RETIREMENT DEATH BENEFITS

i. Ontario Regulation 226/96 is amended by adding the follow- 
ing Part: 


PART VII 
FUNDING FOR THERAPY AND COUNSELLING 


32. (1) For the purposes of clause 85.7 (4) (b) of the Health Pro- 
fessions Procedural Code, a person is eligible for funding if the person 
meets one of the following requirements: 


1. The person is named in a written statement given to the College 
by a member in which the member admits that he or she sexually 
abused the person while the person was a patient. 


2. Ata hearing of the Discipline Committee into the conduct of a 
member, the person testified that he or she was sexually abused 
by the member while a patient and the Committee acknowledged 
in its decision that the testimony was credible. 


3. There is a finding by a court that the person, while a patient, was 
sexually abused by a member. 


4. The person satisfies the Complaints Committee or the Executive 
Committee that there is a high probability that the person, while 
a patient, was sexually abused by a member but a hearing of the 
Discipline Committee is not held for one of the following rea- 
sons: 
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1. The member is deceased or cannot be located. 

ii. The member has resigned and agreed not to practise again. 

iii. There is a finding by the Discipline Committee that the 

member sexually abused another person and, in the Com- 


mittee’s opinion, the public interest would not be served by 
conducting another discipline hearing. 


The person is unable to testify before the Discipline Com- 
mittee as a result of a physical or mental condition. 


v. The Complaints Committee or the Executive Committee 
determined that the public interest would be best served by 
referring the matter to the Fitness to Practise Committee and 
has done so. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), a person is not eligible for funding if the 
sexual abuse occurred before December 31, 1993. 


(3) Despite subsection (1), a person is eligible for funding for ther- 
apy or counselling under this Part only if the person submits to the 
Patient Relations Committee, along with the application, a written 
undertaking by the applicant to keep confidential the information 
obtained from the College through the application for funding process, 
including the fact that funding has been granted and the reasons given 
by the Committee for granting the funding. 


(4) A decision by the Patient Relations Committee that a person is 
eligible for funding for therapy or counselling does not constitute a 
finding against the member and shall not be considered by any other 
committee of the College dealing with the member.

“former Township of Dalton” means The Corporation of the 
Township of Dalton as it exists prior to January 1, 2000; and 


“new Township” means The Corporation of the Township of 
Carden/Dalton established under section 2. 


Municipal Restructuring 


D, On January 1, 2000, the Corporation of the Township of Carden 
and the Corporation of the Township of Dalton are amalgam- 
ated as a township municipality under the name of “The Corpo- 
ration of the Township of Carden/Dalton”. 


Change of Name 


3): The name of the new Township as set out in section 2 may be 
changed in 2000 by order by the Minister, upon a request to the 
Minister by the interim council of the new Township, following 
an adoption of a resolution by the interim council approving the 
name being requested. 


Wards 


4, (1) Effective January 1, 2001, the new Township is divided 
into three wards to be named Ward one, Ward two and 
Ward three. 


(2) The wards established under subsection (1) shall be 
composed of the land described under the name of the 
ward in the Schedule to this Order. 


Interim Council 


5h (1) The terms of office of the members of the councils of the 
former municipalities elected in the 1997 regular munic- 
ipal election shall expire on December 31, 1999. 


(2) The members of the interim council of the new Township 
shall assume office on January 1, 2000, and shall hold 
office until November 30, 2000. 


6. (1) Effective January 1, 2000, the interim council of the new 
Township shall be composed of ten members, consisting 
of the persons who are the members of the councils of the 
former municipalities on December 31, 1999. 


(2) The interim council shall have a head of council, to be 
known as reeve, who shall be elected by the interim 
council. 


(3) The interim council shall have a deputy head of council, 
who shall be elected by the interim council. 


(4) The persons who are qualified to be elected head of 
council or the deputy head of council under subsections 
(2) and (3) are the persons who were the heads of council 
of the former municipalities on December 31, 1999. 


(5) Each member of the interim council has one vote. 


(6) The reeve of the former Township of Carden and the reeve 
of the former Township of Dalton shall continue to hold 
office at the County council and shall have one vote each. 


Local Council 


Te (1) Effective December 1, 2000, the council of the new Town- 
ship shall be composed of five members consisting of: 


1. A head of council, to be known as the reeve, who shall 
be elected by general vote of the electors of the new 
Township. 


2. A deputy reeve, who shall be elected by general vote 
of the electors of the new Township. 


3. Three members, one to be elected from each of the 
three wards, to be known as councillors. 


(2) Each member of council has one vote. 


(3) The reeve of the new Township shall assume office as a 
member of the council of the County as of December 1, 
2000 and shall have one vote at the County council. 


Elections 


8. The 2000 regular election shall be conducted as if the wards 
under section 4 and the composition of the council of the new 
Township under section 7 had already been established. 


By-Laws and Resolutions 


S), (1) On January 1, 2000, all by-laws and resolutions of the 
former municipalities and their local boards are continued 
and are deemed to be by-laws of the new Township and its 
local boards. 


(2) On January 1, 2000, an official plan of a former munici- 
pality approved under the Planning Act, or a predecessor 
of that Act, shall be deemed to be an official plan of the 
new Township and shall remain in force until amended or 
repealed. 
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(3) If a former municipality has commenced procedures to 
enact a by-law under any Act, or to adopt an official plan 
or an amendment to an official plan under the Planning 
Act, or a predecessor of that Act, and the by-law, official 
plan or official plan amendment is not in force on January 
1, 2000, the new Township may continue the procedures. 


Taxes Charges and Rates 


10. (1) All taxes, charges and rates levied or imposed by a former 
municipality under any general or special Act that are due 
and unpaid on January 1, 2000, shall be deemed to be 
taxes, charges and rate due and payable to the new Town- 
ship and may be collected by the new Township. 


(2) If a former municipality has commenced procedures 
under the Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are 
not completed by January 1, 2000, the new Township may 
continue the process. 


Assets, Liabilities etc. 


11. On January 1, 2000, all assets and liabilities, rights and 
obligations, including employees of the former munici- 
palities become assets and liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions, including employees, of the new Township. 


Reserves and Reserve Funds 


12. (1) The reserves and reserve funds of the former municipali- 
ties that become the reserves and reserve funds of the new 
municipality under section 11 shall be used by the new 
Township only for the purpose for which they were estab- 
lished or designated. 


(2) The former Township of Carden shall establish and main- 
tain a working fund reserve and shall ensure that on 
December 31, 1999, the working fund reserve shall 
contain at least $128,000. 


(3) The working fund reserve may consist of cash or, subject 
to subsection (4), of taxes that are due and unpaid. 


(4) The amount of due and unpaid taxes that may be allocated 
by the former Township of Carden to the working fund 
reserve and to the reserve fund shall not exceed 10 per 
cent of the former Township of Carden’s 1999 general 
local municipal levy. 


(5) The former Township of Dalton shall establish and main- 
tain a working fund reserve and shall ensure that on 
December 31, 1999, the working fund reserve shall 
contain at least $131,853. 


(6) The working fund reserve may consist of cash or, subject 
to subsection (7), of taxes that are due and unpaid. 


(7) The amount of due and unpaid taxes that may be allocated 
by the former Township of Dalton to the working fund 
reserve and to the reserve fund shall not exceed 10 per 
cent of the former Township of Dalton’s 1999 general 
local municipal levy. 


Disputes 


13. (1) Where a dispute arises with respect to any issue arising 
out of the interpretation of this Order, either of the former 
municipalities may refer the matter in dispute to a 
mediator. 


(2) If the dispute referred to mediation under subsection (1) is 
not resolved, 


(a) either of the former municipalities may refer the 
matter in dispute to an arbitrator whose decision is 
final; or 


(b) either of the former municipalities may refer the 
matter in dispute to the council of the new Township 
for resolution. 


(3) The appointment of the arbitrator and the conduct of the 
arbitration will be governed by the Arbitration Act, 1991. 


(4) Costs related to mediation and/or arbitration will be paid 
for equally among the former municipalities.

Despite subsections (1) and (2), for the sole purpose of 
representing the new Municipality on the council of the 
County, the terms of office of the mayor and the deputy 
mayor of the new Municipality shall commence 
December 1, 2000. 


The 2000 regular municipal elections in the former 
Municipalities shall be conducted as if the amalgamation 
of the former Municipalities under section 2 and the 
dissolution of the Police Village of Kimberley under 
section 7 had already taken place.

The council of the former Township of Euphrasia shall be 
deemed to be the council of the new Municipality for the 
purpose of holding the 2000 regular elections mentioned 
in subsection (1).

On January 1, 2001, all by-laws and resolutions of the 
former Police Village of Kimberley are deemed to be the 
by-laws or resolutions of the new Municipality and shall 
remain in force in the area of the former Police Village 
until they are amended or repealed . 


Effective January 1, 2001, all assets and liabilities, rights 
and obligations, including employees of the former Police 
Village of Kimberley become the assets and liabilities, 
rights and obligations, including employees, of the new 
Municipality. 


The terms of office of the trustees of the former Police 
Village of Kimberley are extended to December 31, 2000.

All by-laws, rules, regulations and fees passed or estab- 
lished by the library boards dissolved under subsection (1) 
shall be continued and deemed to be by-laws, rules, regu- 
lations and fees of the library board established under 
subsection (2).

(3) If a former Municipality has commenced procedures to 
enact a by-law under any Act or to adopt an official plan 
or an amendment to an official plan under the Planning 
Act, and if the by-law, the official plan or the official plan 
amendment is not in force on January |, 2001, the new 
Municipality may continue the procedures. 


Assets and Liabilities 


11. All assets and liabilities, rights and obligations, including 
employees, of the former Municipalities and their local boards 
become the assets and liabilities, rights and obligations, 
including employees, of the new Municipality and its local 
boards. 


Taxes 


12. (1) All taxes, charges or rates, levied, imposed or assessed by 
a former Municipality under any Act that are due and 
unpaid on December 31, 2000, shall be deemed to be 
taxes, charges and rates, respectively, due and payable to 
the new Municipality and may be collected by the new 
Municipality in the same manner as if they had been 
levied, imposed or assessed by the new Municipality. 


(2) If a former Municipality has commenced procedures 
under the Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are 
not completed by January 1, 2001, the new Municipality 
may continue the procedures. 


Reserves and Reserve Funds 


13. (1) Reserves and reserve funds of a former Municipality that 
are designated for a specific purpose, shall, upon being 
assumed by the new Municipality under section 11, be 
maintained and used only for the benefit of the residents 
and ratepayers of the former Municipality. 


(2) The council of the new Municipality shall, at its first 
meeting in 2001, establish a working capital reserve for 
the new Municipality. 


(3) The working capital reserve established under subsection 
(2) shall be funded from the working capital reserves of 
the former Municipalities that have become working 
capital reserves of the new Municipality under section 11. 


(4) Each former Municipality shall contribute to the working 
capital reserves of the new Municipality, out of its trans- 
ferred working capital reserve an amount of $1,200 for 
every million dollars of weighted taxable assessment of 
that former Municipality according to the assessment roll 
returned for taxation in 2000. 


(5) If a former Municipality cannot contribute the amount 
required under subsection (4) to the working capital 
reserve of the new Municipality, the difference between 
the amount contributed and the amount required shall be 
raised by the council of the new Municipality by way of 
special tax rate adjustments in the geographic area of the 
former Municipality and shall be paid into the working 
capital reserve established under subsection (2) on behalf 
of that former Municipality. 


(6) If any of the former municipalities have a working capital 
reserve in excess of the amount required under subsection 
(4), the excess shall be used only for the benefit of the 
ratepayers located in the geographic region of that former 
Municipality.

Any unpaid debt that is currently outstanding from the 
benefiting owners or occupants in any of the former 
Municipalities that was charged as a sewer, water works 
rate under the Municipal Act shall continue to be an 
outstanding debt to be paid by the benefiting owners or 
occupants by way of a special tax rate adjustment of all 
rateable property located in the relevant geographic 
region.

As of 11:59 pm on December 31, 1999 the Official Plan of the 
County as it applies to the annexed area, and as approved under 
the Planning Act or a predecessor of that Act, becomes an Offi- 
cial Plan of Hanover and shall remain in force until amended or 
repealed. 


As of 11:59 pm on December 31, 1999 the by-laws of Hanover 
extend to the annexed lands and the by-laws of Bentinck cease 
to apply to the annexed lands except those by-laws of Bentinck 
that: 


(a) were passed under section 34 or 41 of the Planning Act or 
a predecessor to those sections; 


(b) were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the Munic- 
ipal Act that regulate the use of highways by vehicles and 
pedestrians and that regulate the encroachment or projec- 
tion of buildings, or any portion thereof, upon or over 
highways; 


(c) were passed under section 45, 58, or 61 of the Drainage 
Act or a predecessor of these sections; and 


(d) confer rights, privileges, franchises, immunities or excep- 
tions that could not have been lawfully repealed by the 
council of West Grey (or of Bentinck); 


which shall remain in force until amended or repealed by the 
council of Hanover. 


If, prior to 11:59 pm on December 31, 1999 Bentinck has 
commenced procedures to enact a by-law under any Act or to 
adopt an official plan under the Planning Act and that by-law, 
official plan or amendment applies to the annexed lands and is 
not in force, the council of Hanover may continue the proce- 
dures to enact the by-law or to adopt the official plan or amend- 
ment to the extent that it applies to the annexed lands. 


All real property taxes that have been levied in the annexed 
area under any general or special Act that are unpaid as of 
11:59 pm on December 31, 1999, shall be deemed to be real 
property taxes levied by Hanover and that portion of those 
taxes that are due and payable, shall be deemed to be due and 
payable to Hanover and may be collected by Hanover and the 
remainder of those taxes, as they become due and payable, shall 
be deemed to be due and payable to Hanover and may be 
collected by Hanover. 


Prior to March 1, 2000, the clerk of West Grey shall furnish to 
the clerk of Hanover the portion of the collector’s roll for West 
Grey that relates to the annexed area and that portion of the 
collector’s roll shall be deemed to be a portion of the collector’s 
roll for Hanover.

i. a finding of professional misconduct, incompetence, inca- 
pacity or other similar finding, including a finding of pro- 
fessional misconduct, incompetence or incapacity by a pro- 
fessional association or body that has self-regulatory 
responsibility. 


. acurrent proceeding in relation to professional misconduct, 
incompetence, incapacity or other similar proceeding, 
including a proceeding relating to professional misconduct, 
incompetency or incapacity by a professional association or 
a body that has self-regulatory responsibility. 


. The applicant shall disclose, at the time of application and at the 
time of issuing the certificate of registration, every finding of 
guilt in relation to a criminal offence or an offence under the 
Controlled Drugs and Substances Act (Canada) or the Food and 
Drugs Act (Canada) or any other offence relevant to the 
applicant’s suitability to practise social work or social service 
work. 


. The applicant’s past and present conduct must afford reasonable 
grounds for the belief that the applicant, 


i. is mentally competent to practise the profession of social 
work or social service work, 


. will practise the profession of social work or social service 
work with decency, integrity and honesty and in accordance 
with the law, including but not limited to the Social Work 
and Social Service Work Act, 1998, the regulations there- 
under and the by-laws of the College, and 

ili. has sufficient knowledge, skill and judgment to practise the 

profession of social work or social service work. 


. The applicant is able to demonstrate the ability to speak and write 
either English or French with reasonable fluency. 


. The applicant is a Canadian citizen or a permanent resident of 
Canada or is authorized under the Jmmigration Act (Canada) to 
engage in the practice of social work or social service work. 


(2) Despite any other provision in this Regulation, an applicant who 
makes a false or misleading statement, representation or declaration in 
or in connection with the application, by commission or omission, shall 
be deemed thereafter not to satisfy and not to have satisfied the require- 
ments for a certificate of registration of any class. 


(3) An applicant who, after having applied but before being issued 
a certificate of registration, becomes the subject of a finding or of a 
proceeding described in subparagraph 1 i or ii of subsection (1) or is 
found guilty under paragraph 2 of subsection (1), shall immediately 
inform the Registrar.

ii. Any proceeding in relation to professional misconduct, 
incompetence or incapacity or other similar proceeding, 
including a proceeding relating to professional misconduct, 
incompetence or incapacity by a professional association or 
body that has self-regulatory responsibility. 


. The member must disclose any finding of guilt against the
